$12.155. Th« actual number of cattle in 
tbe elate, according to the most oon- 
Btrvative estimates, wai 500,000, and 
tbe average market value of theee cattle 
011 the range was $17 a head. This year 
them are 500,000 cattle, and the average 
price per head on the range is $SS, Sev- 
eral big herds have been sold at this 
price, an increase of $8 a head in one 
year. Tlwte sales are noteworthy, too, 
tot the reason that not for many years 
previous have there been any big cattle 
saleH ill the range country. The increased 
price means a direct gain to the cattle 
growers of Wyoming of $4,000,000 for 
one j car. 


The cattle bnsineaBof tbe state faai 


for five or six years been going out of 
the hands of the cattle barons or owners 
of immense herds arid has been divided 
up among the small fanners and ranch- 
men, who have from 100 to 1,000 cattle 
in connection with their farming enter- 
prise*, and this great gam in .value* has 
therefore been divided up among hun- 
dreds of Wyoming citizens. 


The advance in the sheep railing in- 


dustry has been even more striking, al- 
though not representing so large an in- 
vestment. In 1896 the total number of 
sheep araewed in the state was 1,068,- 
068, valued at $1.77 a head. This rep- 
resented perhaps one-half of tbe actual 
number of steep, which is 8,000,000 
bead. Wyoming wool i» now selling for 
8 oents a pound more than it did in 
1896, and, on the basis of eight pounds 
of wool to the fleece, sheep for (heir 
wool alone are worth as cents a head 
more than in 1896. For mutton sheep 
are worth 60 cents a head mom than 
in 1896, making a total increase of 75 
cents a head over 1896. 


The average valw per head of tin 


3,000,000 sheep in the state in 1896 was 
$3, an aggregate of $6,000,000. The 
average valne this year id $8.75 per 
head, on aggregate of $7,600,000. 
The 


increased value to those engaged in the 
two industries is $6,500,000, which is 
perhaps M great a sum a« last yew's 
production of the Klondike 
New York Son.

ia Deceived a farmers' bulletin will be 
issued, with a view to having this coon- 
try do' more in supplying the demand 
than it has in the past The only objec- 
tion to hones raised on the plains of 
the west as ar»y horses for European 
countries lies in the fact that tbe bones 
are not large enough. 


The Siooi pony postages all tbe 


qualities of health and hardness that 
coold be desired, and it is believed that 
by proper feeding and by the introduc- 
tion of heavier stock on the sire side it 
can be brought up to the required size 
The f uncns Clydesdale bone was de- 
veloped from a hardy pony. Liberal 
feeding is regarded as sufficient to secure 
the increase in size, but it takes consid- 
erable time.— St Louis Globe-Demo-

STURGEONS IN COMMERCE! 


Sum* of th* Point* or SlntuUrltj About 


th* Fish. 


The sturgeon is naturally an in- 


habitant of the large rivers and 
brackish \\ ater of the north temper, 
ate zone, more particularly of Eu- 
rope and America. The Sacramen- 
to, the San Joaquin, Russian) river 
and the Columbia on the west and 
the Hudson and Delaware on the 
east are very favorable to its pro- 
duction in great quantities. 


This interesting and curious fish 


has many points of singularity. It? 
armed exterior skeleton «eems to 
point to its being one of tfee few de- 
scendants of the ganoid, or armor 
plated fishes of the prehistoric ages. 
The position of the mouth is mtich 
the same as in the shark family, but 
its form and function are rather 
that of the remora, or sucker fam- 
ily. The flesh, too, is remarkable 
as being a reddish and yellow and 
part white. English fishmongers 
call it "beef and veal." In-that 
country it is usually cooked by bak- 
ing with a stuffing of fine herbs. 


There are several varieties of th« 


sturgeon family, the sturgeon prop- 
er (Accipenser sturio), the beluga 
and the sterlet being the principal, 
the two latter kinds belonging to 
the Russian waters. . 


Some 25 years ago there were mil- 


lions of sturgeons in San Francisco 
bay and tributary waters, principal- 
ly in the mouths of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers, where they 
lay on the muddy bottom, feeding 
on clams and bottom fishes. The 
Chinese, who have an inordinate 
fondness for gelatinous substance*, 
such as isinglass, sea swallow nests, 
trepang, etc., imported from China 
a very deadly hook for capturing 
the sturgeon, which they caught 
solely for the marrow in its peculiar 
backbone. They stripped out the 
backbone «ml threw away the rest. 
Some of the backbones were sent to 
Chiua, where isinglass is made from 
them and alsq a highly tenacious 
glue. The principal use, however, 
is for making gelatinous soup.—San 
Francisco Chromcla

When au accident of any sort h«p- 


peus. the "ftnibnlaiice chaser" 13 right 
to tbe front in the crowd which gath- 
ers. He getfl the iiame aud address of 
tho person who is injured, or if the vie 
tim is so badly injured that he cannot 
give hi§ namo and address the lawyer'* 
agent follows the ambnlaiice to the* dis- 
pensary, where lie usually fluds a way 
to learn what be wishee. 


In a few d«ye he calls on the person 


who was injured and ciplaitis to him 
what a good CBRO he hm if he will stio 
for datnag«g. If the injured poison h;m 
not sufflcicnt means to prOBiiuto thn 
iDJt or shows n disinclination to do so 
tbe "oba«er" get m his Cue work and 
offers to find an attorney who \ull tako 
the cane and carry it tbiouglitn coinplo- 
tion lot a percentage of the iiniunnt 
gained as damages, all this at no cot 
to the plaintiff, for if the suit is lost 
the lawyer geti no pay. The smooth 
"chaser" usually succeeds iu getting 
tbe case on these terras. 


The "ambulance cbiucr" nnd nil 


boss, the attorney, wbo lives by drum- 
ming up Euits to recover for injuries 
sustained iu accidents, ate blocking up 
the dockets of the courts with cases. 
The street car companies are the prin- 
cipal sufferers, and some of them are 
made defendants in cases of damages 
for accidents which never occurred. 
Some of the jobs put tip on these cor- 
porations are almost beyond belief. 


In one case where an old man sued to 


recover a large amount for the Iws of a 
leg, npou the allegation that he had 
been thrown from the rear platform, it 
wan proved by tbe testimony of his 
neighbors that he had been injured by 
falling from a window m his own 
house. He finally admitted that he hail 
been indnced to bring suit by a lawyer's 
Igent— St, Louis Republic.

16 to 30, saying: "It is scarcely neces- 
sary to suggest tho great importance of 
this congress and the wide reaching 
effects its deliberations may have upon 
the prison population of the several 
States. One of iho chief objects of prose- 
cution for crime being the reformation 
«f criminals, no more hnmnuc and Jand- 
able work can command public atten- 
tion than tbe care and treatment of con- 
victs with the view of returning them 
to tbe ranks of good cit.zcuship. 


"At the season of the year when the 


congress will be held the weather here 
will be agreeable and pleasant The 
citizens of Anstiu are public spirited 
and hospitable, and thus, besides ad- 
vancing a great canee, the delegates 
will have an opportunity of seeing, «u- 
der favorable conditions, our great state 
and judging for themselves our limit- 
less resources and future destiny. It is 
probable also that an excursion to Mex- 
ico after tbe close of the cougresa can 
be arranged at a low rate. I therefore 
respectfully request that yon' appoint 
such number of persons interested iu 
prison reform as in your judgment rosy 
be proper as delegates to this congress.'"'
